Lauck appeared as a witness for 


railroad unions in their fight to pre 
vent reduction of wages asked by the 
railroads. 


"H%he*t efficiency in railroad ad 


ministration will be obtained through 
a national unified control or a region 
al control, which will utilize all exist- 
ing facilities regardless of competing 
claims," Lanck said. 


He quoted former Director General 


William 
G. McAdoo 
to show that 


"there ia no question but that great 
economies are possible under unified 
management in the direction of a 
comprehensive 
national 
plan 
for 
transporting products with minimum 
effort to the shortest line from point 
to point," 


Lauck suggested pooling of repair 


shops, elimination of circuitous rail 
routes, unification of terminals, con- 
centration of ticket 'offices, universal 
milage 
tickets, standardization 
of 


equipment, maintenance of uniform 
freight classifications, maintenance of 
common time tables between import- 
ant points, high demurrage rates and 
utilization of water routes for relief 
of crowded Tafl lines.

All agreed in interviews with the 


United Press that it was the most vital 
present problem in the world and that 
upon its disposal hinge a myriad of 
important questions. 


"It would be dimcn.lt to overempha- 


size the economic importance of reach- 
ing a speedy and definite conclusion 
on reparations," Sisson said. 


"This is the most important single 


factor in the world's business situa- 
tion, affecting 
us in common with 


Europe. Depending upon its solution

problem largely hangs the issue of our 
own prosperity. 


"Our own immediate slake is mads 


clear in the fact that Europe owes 
American hanking and business hous- 
es more than $4,000.000,000 in addi- 
tion to the $10,000,000,000 due our gov- 
ernment and $2,000,000,000 or more to 
American security holders.

Washington — Great Britain and 


France will refuse to accept the new 
German proposal for the payment of 
war indemnity. 


Although the United States govern- 


ment has not yet officially transmitted 
the German note to the allies, com- 
plete copies of the document arc m 
the hands of Prime Minister Lloyd 
George and Premier Briand. 


Both the French and the British re- 


gard the proposal as unacceptable, 
and as simply a disingenuous way of 
reopening the entire treaty of Ver- 
sailles with the United States as a 
party to the transaction. 


The new proposal differs 
from all 


that have preceded in that it ap- 
parently meets the sums asked by the 
allies but under such conditions as to 
make it impossible from 
the allied 


viewpoint to collect the amounts 
promised. 
\ 


Both the French and British gov- 


ernments realize the critical position 
m which the United States govern 
ment has been placed by the attempt 
of Germany to use President Harding 
as mediator. The allies feel that in 
justice to America they should inform 
Washington in advance their views on 
the German proposals so that Prcsi 
dont Harding will not fall victim to 
the German plan of ranging America 
against the allies in the reparations 
controversy. 


The German proposal starts out 


with expressions of good will and a 
tone of hopefulness that America may 
help solve the problem. Concretely 
the Germans admit a liability to the 
allies of fifty billion gold marks or 
approximately ten billion dollars They 
of course, cannot pay this sum at the 
present lime so thoy propose deferred 
payments extending over a period of 
forty years. With interest accummu- 
lating this would make the total Ger- 
man indemnity about two

million gold marks/ or approximately 


SEES DECEPTION IN 


GERMAN PROPOSAL

New York—Germany's reparations offer to the allies is a deceptive 


effort to create an impression that the allies terms have been substan- 
tially met. As a matter of fact Germany has camouflaged her offer in 
such a way that if it were accepted, the allies would probably receive 
less than one-half of their demand. 


By a piece of suggestive propaganda Germany has created the im- 


pression that she has offered to pay the allks two hundred billion gold 
marks, or fifty billion dollars. Germany has done nothing of the kind. 
By a complicated reference to interest payments, the Germans hare 
created an entirely false impression in the matter. 


Germany's offer stripped of deceptive phrases is that she will pay 


the allies fiftj billion ifold marks, which is twelve and a half billion 
dollars. Germany will pay one billion marks immediately. She will 
raise foreign and domestic loans at once and will hand the proceeds 
over to the allies. Germany promises to make the domestic loan a bis 
success and she will surely bring great pressure to bear on all Ger- 
mans abroad to subscribe heavily to the foreign loan. 


It would cause no surprise if by these processes, Germany could 


pay to the allies twenty-five billion marks as soon as the loans were 
completed. That would leave twenty-five billion marks more to be paid 
over a future term of years with interest rate added which Germany 
suggests shall be 4 per rent. 
The final twenty-five billion marks 


would be paid probably with sufficient rapidity so as not to make the 
interest charges in the aggregate more than equal the principal. That 
is to say, the total interest chances Germany would pay ,the allies 
might easily not bo more than twenty-five billion marks. This would 
make Ihe indemnity received by *he allies fifty billion marks in prin- 
cipal and twenty-five billion in interest. The total would be seventy- 
five billion marks or less than 40 per cent of the allies' demand.

The United States can no more desire a 


tariff war 'than, other countries, yet that is 
precisely "what it will invite if it sets up 
prohibitive taxes upon imports. "We have 
an Illustration of this in a practical way in 
the petition of the foreign trade commit- 
tee of the National Chamber of Commerce, 
representing automobile manufacturers, to 
congress asking for a reduction of the 
tariff on imported automobiles and motor 
tracks. "We are placed at a disadvantage 
in our trade with Canada by differentials 
favoring British imports. It appears that 
our tariff on automobiles has already re- 
sulted in retaliatory measures abroad. 


Other nations can build tariff walls as 


well as ourselves. Other nations must sell 
to us if they are to buy from us. The bal- 
ance of trade may well and logically be 
with the United States, but we cannot do 
all of the business on this side. Primarily 
all this country needs is duty which will 
prevent it from being made the dumping 
ground for cheaply produced commodities 
of Europe or any other part of the world. 
"We may still have some '' infant- indus- 
tries " to foster, but in the main they are 
fully developed and able to take care of 
themselves on any reasonable basis of 
competition.

We are essentially an. exporting nation, 


and our 
prosperity 
is fundamentally 


bound up in healthy foreign trade. "We 
cannot go on losing exports to the extent 
of $500.000.000 a month and not feel 
the effects adversely. An excessive pro- 
tective tariff not only will fail to real ore 
this waning trade, but will necessarily still 
further reduce it.

SCIENCE AND FOOD 


The "Wisconsin college of agriculture has 


revived the old comic story about the far- 
mer who fed Ms cow sawdust—the one 
who said, "Just as I got her used to it 
she died." But now. it seems, the experi- 
ment has had another sequel. Not only 
did the cow not die, but she actually 
thrived and fattened. Chemists have suc- 
ceeded in turning pine sawdust into good 
cow feed. The sawdust is cooked under 
pressure with dilute acid. The process 
tarns part of the sawdust to sugar and 
makes the rest powdery and digestible. 


But this prepared sawdust cannot be 


fed exclusively. It lacks protein. No 
fodder, however, is fed €xdusively. Ani- 
mals must hare variety as well as human 
beings. The cows at the Wisconsin col- 
lege subjected to the experiment have 
grown fat on sawdust supplemented with 
other feed. 


It is probable that the possibilities of 


sawdust as food have not been exhausted 
by these tests. Butternut, hickory, \val- 
ntffc, persimmon, maple and other nut and 
frnit trees when transformed to sawdust 
ought to make unusually nutritious foods. 
Nevertheless, we will not particularly rel- 
ish the thought of chemists turning an- 
other popular joke into fact. That is the 
joke about breakfast food being made of 
sawdust. 


POLITICAL SOMERSAULTING 


There is a popular impression that Pres- 


ident Harding was chosen by a powerful 
group of senators who expected to control 
him and his poiicies, but this impression 
seems destined to fadp rapidly away, for 
already the president appears—on the sur- 
face at least—to have cansod these same 
senators to turn political somersaults. The 
senate has ratified the indemnity treaty 
with Colombia by a vote of 69 to 19—a 
treaty which, except for a slight and un- 
important change, is the very same 
President "Wilson submitted in 1914 and 
1917, and which the same senators then 
denounced. In 1917 Senator Lodge, for 
example, talked bitterly of "blackmail" 
and characterized the payment by the 
United States of $25.000.000 indemnity 
as A "plea of guilty." But in the re- 


debate Senator Lodge talked per- 


OUR COUESE IS CLEAR 


Germany is using her utmost diplomacy 


to draw the United States into the repara- 
tions controversy. The latest, proposal 
from Berlin is it would welcome any sug- 
gestion which this country might care to 
make to facilitate an adjustment of the 
question. The United States is of course 
in no position to tell Germany what she 
ought to pay or the allies what they 
ought to demand or accept. Having with- 
drawn ourselves from active association 
with the allies in the peace settlement we 
are not only out of contact with the work 
and findings of the reparations commis- 
sion, but we have no moral right to in- 
terfere. 


On the face of things the only course 


"open to the United States is to support 
whatever position is taken by the allies 
on the irreducible amount of indemnity, 
as well as measures to enforce payment. 
VTe could not possibly appear in the role 
of mediator. Having fought on the side 
of the allies we could not be placed in the 
light of standing between them and the 
common enemy on this vital condition of 
peace. 


Much as we may desire to see an ac- 


commodation of differences that is just 
to ail parties concerned, so far as that is 
possible in issues growing out of war. it 
is not for us to pass judgment on what is 
just. Had we stuck with the allies 
through the peace negotiations we auto- 
matically would have had a hand in the 
fixing of reparations: in fact, President 
"Wilson asked the senate for permission to 
name an American representative on the 
reparations commission but the request 
was denied. 


Jt was therefore left for the allies, and 


this meant that the task virtually de- 
volved upon France and Great Britain, to 
fix the indemnity. This they have done, 
and it is not our province to say whether it 
was sound or unsound. Furthermore, 
we have no information upon which 
to approximate even an opinion. As mat- 
ters stand there is no alternative for Ger- 
many but to meet the allied demand, or 
to come so close to it that concessions by 
France and Great Britain would become j 
obligatory in the interest of friendly un- 
derstanding. Great Britain shows no 
signs of modifying her support of France, 
and France is as determined as she was 
six months ago to compel satisfaction to 
the extent ol the .$54,000,000,000 de- 
manded. 


In a situation of this kind, which con- 


cerns us only indirectly, there is no initia- 
tive we can take. Allied interests are di- 
rect and vital. They reach to the extent 
of self-protection, almost self-preservation 
in the case of France and Belgium, while 
we are interested only in reconstruction 
generally and its consequent benefits to 
Europe as well as to ourselves. It is diffi- 
cult to see how the 
government 
at 


"Washington can entertain any proposals 
from Germany, or how it can consistently 
withhold its moral support of the allies in 
their final action. Thus far the presi- 
dent 
and secretary 
of state 
have 


treated thf overtures from Germany with 
an excellent combination of tact and de- 
cision. Whatever we 
do should be in 


close collaboration and complete under- 
standing with the allies. 


And she is alarmed, too, because
